Soviet Moves 
Encouraging 
Sign to West 


LONDON W—Western observers 


siftinp recent Soviet moves today 
reported encouraging signs of 
a 


new conciliatory Russian 
attitude 


toward the West. The feeling was 
heightened by a Kremlin promise 
of immediate action toward free 
ing British civilian prisoners in 
North Korea. 


The promise was made by Soviet 


Foreign Minister Vyachcslav Mo!- 
otov and announced last night by 
the British Foreign 
Office.

thouyh the Foreign Office warned 
against premature optimism, the 
Soviet move followed two other 
developments that foreign 
diplo- 


mats in Moscow said could have 
a profound impact on world peace 
These were: 


1. The proposal by Gen. Vassily

Davis said the cio'tton crop should 


be held to around.';. 12 to 14 and 
one-half million bales (500 pounds 
each) compared with last year's 
14.9 
million.

for future programs is in no way 
"evidence of a desire on our part 
to reduce farm income," he said, 
adding: 
. "Indeed, the reverse is true. In 
working'out new programs, our 
goal will be fully equality of in- 
come wilh other economic groups."

Diplornalic officials, Ihough high-/ 


ly skeptical about Russian inten- 
tions, said today it is still too 
early lo say whal Ihe long range 
behavior of the Soviet dictatorship 
may be under Georgl Malenkov. 
Joseph Stalin's successor as die- 
lator. 


At some point, but apparently 


not yet, these officials thjnk care- 
ful diplomatic probing of Soviet 
intenlions will be necessary lo de- 
termine whether the Kremlin is 
really ready to do business en 
some real issues — such as ending 
the Korean War, for example.

Crop to Be

LITTLE ROCK Ml — The Crop 


Hopoiting Service says Arkansas 
farmers are expected lo plant n 
record-breaking 503,000 acres 
of 


rice this year. 


Miles MePeek, chief statltlcian, 


said yesterday this will be five 
per cent higher than the 479,909 
acres planted last year. He said 
new areas in Southeast and South- 
west Arkansas will contribute to 
the increased acreage. 


The soybean acreage is expected 


to drop from an all-time high last 
year of ;B5?,000 acres to 004.000 
acres, MePeek blamed a poov soy- 
bean crop last year for the anti- 
cipated decline in acreage. 


Prospective plantings 
for

United Stales this year are: rice, 
2,119,000 acres, and soybeans, 15,- 
862,000 acres. Last year's plant- 
ings were; rice 2,013,000, and soy- 
beans, 15,843,000,
